IN  detailirg  the  Ihtsof  Wickliff 
unci  Luilicr  VC  l  ave  tmcccl  the 
first  rise  of  that  refoniiaticn  to  vrhii  h 
ve  are  chiefly  indebted  fer  the 
krcwlcdgc  and  virtue  diffused  thio^- 
ciit  the  wor’d.  Previous  to  this  pe¬ 
riod  the  earth  had  been  coveied 
ior  ages  vith  a  mcie  tl  a  n  igyptian 
darkness.  The  lamp  ol  levelation 
M  as  nearly  cxtii.guislied.  Rc  a>cn. 
cmphaticatly  styled  ihe  ccndle  of  the 
Xcrc/,  v  as  banished  fT<  m  the  ccU- 
cerns  of  religicn,  T  yiaiiny  of  the 
grossest  and  most  palpable  kind  had 
extended  its  ciT'.j>iie  oMi  tleccn- 
scicnces  of  mankind.  Put  bv  the 
tna^nanitnous  inteifcisnce  ot  tlu- 
chferacters  alieadv  nitrticrfd,  the 
human  race  weie  rcJcuec!  licm  tl  tiv 
bcndai^e,  and  introduced  into  tliat 
glurioua  libirttj  vhich  Ltltnt^s  to  tiu 
children  of  Cod. 

In  all  the  great  events  which 
have  Lapi'-encct  tn  the  tl.cctic  cl 


the  world,  we  iiiay  discern  a  differ, 
cnce  in  the  degree  of  exertion  ne» 
cessary  for  the  acccmpiish.tnent  of 
them.  Seme  are  for  taking  the 
lead  ;  formed  by  nature  and  inured 
by  habit,  they  arc  intilted  to  brave 
the  storm  ;  whilst  another  class  shun 
the  more  tuibwlent  scer  es,  but  are 
suf  posed  to  aid  the  giind  catastic- 
phe  with  the  most  uhafiecied  sincer¬ 
ity.  -Of  the  former  cast  niay  be 
rcconed  Wickliff  and  Lutl.er  ;  each 
of  them  equally  useful  in  their  day 
and  generatitn  :  of  the  latter  dt- 
scripticn  may  be  recentd  FhiKp 
Mclacthen,  the  subject  of  the  pre-. , 
sent  Memoir.  His  talents  were 
great,  his  zeal  ccnskiefable,  and  e- 
ven  I  is  txeriicns  were  entitled  to 
considerable  praise.

LiAVinc/ITcidelb^rg  he  t  tnt  to 

Tubingen,  where  he  read  hiciures 
.on  Vii’gil,  Tciencc,*  Cic.eit),  and  Li¬ 
vy,  during  a  period  ef  live  yelrs. 
In  lolbhe  accepted  the  professor- 
ship  of  Greek  in' the  Univcrsilj  of 
Vf'ittembcr^,  Mldcli  was  givdn  him, 
upon  the  rcconiniCiulatidn  of  Peii- 
cklin,  by  the  Lieclcr  of  S<.xony/ 
Here  he  beCan-.e  iiuin/^ite  v.hh  Lu¬ 
ther,  abcut  fourteen  years  older  than 
idmself,  tor  whom  he  eirterramed 
the  greatest  verieralion. 

In  the  year' 1520  tl»e  ieciur^s  he 
read  on  on  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Rc- 
mans  so  much  approved  by 

Luther,  that  lie  advised  their  p  Aii- 
cation,  and  even  accompanied  th.em 
with  a  Preface,  in  which  occur 
strong  e.:p:’bsEioiJs  or  approbaticn. 
The  iabers  of  Mclanetbon  began 
now  to  be  ihuJtiplied.  He  w  rote 
jnany  bookc,^  a;.d  viaitod  many 
ch.urches.  He  aisc  resolutely  de-^ 
Idnded  Luther  against  tiiC  diVhiCS' 
of  Paris,  who  had  condemned  iiirn. 
But  the' greatest  task  imposed  upi^n  | 
him  at  this  peiiod  was  the  draw  ing 
up  of  ^ic  Augsburg  Confession,  , 
prcsciTt^  lO-the  emperor  ui  ti^e  Di- 
in  ttoJ  ciiy. 


This  famous  confession  contain? 
tvrenty-dght  chapters,  twenty-ond 
of  which  represented  the  religious 
!  opinions  of  the  protestants :  there- 
mining  seven  exposed  the  errors 
r  of  popery.  The  matter  was  furnish¬ 
ed  by  Luther,  but  ti  c  »tilt  was  M€> 
laacthon^s,  remarkable  for  its  ele¬ 
gance  and  perspicuity.  It  was  read 
before  the  Diet,  and  produced  a  lasti 
.  hig  impression  on  the  audience* 

.  iNlosheim  indeed  remarks,  Th£ 
princes  heard  it  .with  the  deepest 
attention  ;  it  confirmed  some  in  the 
principles  they  had  embraced,  sur--’
